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Spain. — ^The Spanish Regency has ordered a statistical account of 
Spain to be drawn up. The Report, by the Minister of the Home De- 
partment, on which the Decree for this purpose is founded, commences 
by declaring that statistical knowledge is the corner-stone of every 
paternal and just administration, and that without it, the material im- 
provements which a country may require cannot be realized. — Times. 

Correspondence with India. — During the five years preceding the 
estabhshment of the over-land mail, the average number of letters re- 
ceived and despatched, annually, was estimated at 300,011; in 1840 
the total number conveyed by the new route was 680,842 ; an increase 
of 126 per cent. — Bombay Times. 

Macao. — According to a Return made to the Portuguese Government, 
the population of Macao in 1832 was 5,359, of whom 1,911 were males, 
and 3,448 females. Of the total number, 4,013 were Whites, 311 
CafFre slaves, 774 Tartar slaves, and 201 of various castes, of whom 163 
were slaves. 

Goa. — According to the same authority, the population of Groa and 
the remaining Portuguese provinces in India, exclusive of Macao, was, 
in 1832, 351,551.
